The Naval Situation 


Enemy Has Been Thrown Back on a 
Policy of Evasion 


Drawing to its conclusion his 
article on “The North Sea and Be- 
yond,” in The Fortnightly Review, 
Archibald Hurd writes: 

“Before the peace was broken in 
the summer of 1914, the majority 
of the people of these islands were 
impressed by the double peril of in- 
vasion and starvation, through the in- 
fluence exerted by an enemy's sur- 
face ships. How do we stand in those 
tespects? ‘The German men-of-war, 
which were thought to menace our 
island security, dare not stir beyond 
the gun and mine-protected wet tri- 
angle of Heligoland. The enemy has 
been thrown back on a policy of 
evasion, employing the submarine 
and the mine, and making ‘tip-and- 
run’ excursions. Those are consider- 
ations which may, perhaps with ad- 
vantage, be borne in mind at a mo- 
ment when, owing to the collapse of 
Russia, the naval situation has und- 
ergone a change calculated to test 
British nerve. 

“Convoy incidents or losses due 

to submarine action may occur more 
frequently. The officera of the 
board of admiralty may be changed, 
but whatever the variations made 
from time to timé in the personal 
equation, ashore or afloat, naval war 
must be fought in accordance with 
immemorial principles, and those 
principles persist, however impatient 
public opinion may be. The sea dra- 
ma is always slow, as the twenty 
years of the Revolutionary and Na- 
poleonic wars remind us, and always 
will be slow, because the weaker en- 
emy possesses, as he has always pos- 
sessed, the facility of hiding in de- 
fended ports, with the initiative at 
his command, in the meantime re- 
sorting to evasive operations, such 
as raids and attacks on commerce. 
;} “As Adimiral Mahan has declared: 
|The control of the sea, however 
real, docs not imply that an enemy's 
single ships or small squadrons can- 
{not steal out of port, cannot cross 
lmore or less frequented tracts of 
ocean, make harassing descents up- 
on unprotected points of a long 
coastline, enter blockaded harbors. 
On the contrary, history has shown 
that such evasions are always pos- 
sible, to some extent, to the weaker

Comfort For the Horse 


Make the Horse Worth More as a

Crucified Kitten 
Man-trap Bait 


The authenticity of the following in- 
cident is taken as unquestionable. During 
the recent operations of the Allies, it fell 
to the 4th British army to re-occupy a 
town after the Germans had retreated 
from it. As they were making their way 
through the war-scarred streets of the 
town a group of them were arrested by a 
sight that startled and shocked even men 
inured to the horrors of war. 

On a door of one of the houses a kitten 
was hanging by its fore-paws, which had 
been nailed to the wood. . The wretched 
creature, which might have been where 
it was found at least an hour or two, was 
mewing piteously in agony and straggling 
desperately with its hind legs to release 
itself. 

With the natural instinct of pity for a 
suffering dumb animal, one of the British 
soldiers rushed forward to release the 
kitten.

Information to Male 
American Citizens 


Regulations for Men of Draft 
Age in Canada 


Information was received by Registrar 
Carson on Wednesday that male American 
citizens residing in Canada of the ages 19 
to 20 and 31 to 44, both inclusive, must 
register under the military service act 
within ten days subsequent to October 12 
by reporting by registered.muil their full 
name, date of birth, permanent address, 
stating whether married or single. No 
postage on such letters is necessary. 

It has previously been stated that men 
of these ages were to report within ten 
days subsequent to September 30, but 
October 12 is the governing date, not 
September 30, 

Upon receipt of. such report each) man 
will be sent two forms, one in the form 
of a questionnaire should he wish to claim 
exemption, and the other a form for re- 
porting for service. 

It is necessary that all such Americans 
register here whether or not they have 
registered under the American law.

THE BRILLIANT STRATEGY OF FOCH Traitors and Social Pull 


SNATCHED VICTORY FROM HUNS 


THE WILL AND SKILL THAT SAVED THE ALLIES 


How Generalissimo Foch, the Hero of the Marne, By Quick 
Thinking and Acting, Defeated a Powerful Attack in the 
Fateful Days of November, 1914 


One again Generalissimo Foch is 
the hero of the Marne, and it is the 
same Foch of offensive strategy, the 
same Foch who declared, “I am per- 
éuaded that the only way to make 
war is to attack.” A thorough mast- 
er of his craft, he is at ease in all 
contingencies, in the most critical

And the anomalous fact is that 
Foch is academic. His military gen- 
itis was nurtured in the College de 
Guerre more than on the field of bat- 
tle or manoeuvre. His mind was so 
traincd through so many years’ of 
study, says Major Requin of the 
French general staff in The World’s 
Work, that no war situation could 
disturb him. In the most difficult 
ones he quickly pointed out the goal 
to be reached and the means to em- 
ploy, and each one of the French gen- 
eral staff felt that it must be right. 

For it was during the great 
events of August and September, 
1914, that Marshal Joffre realized 
what a valuable second Foch was to 
be to him. In the month of August, 
1914, he commanded the 20th corps 
in Lorraine. He displayed such qual- 
ifications that three months later he 
was given the command of an army, 


one single spirit. The kaiser’s will, 
supported by fifteen German army 
corps earelully trained, failed before 
the superior will of Foch, chief of a 
coalized army, organized during the 
battle. For the seeond time after the 
Marne, the allies were saved. 


Shot At By Comrades 


Escaped Prisoners Had an Exciting 
Time Reaching Their Own 
Lines 

How British soldiers, who were 

captured in the fighting near St. 
Quentin, afterwards escaped, is told 
in a letter from Private A. McGow, 
attached to the Cameronians. McGow 
who was at Mons, and has’. been 
four times wounded, writes: ‘“Sev- 
enty-four of us were captured, and 
we were marched to a siding. We 
were made to strip and attire our- 
selves in old German clothes. 
_ “When darkness came six of us 
jumped into a number of transport 
wagons that were going up the Ger- 
man lines with rations, and when 
near Jussy we crept over the old 
iron bridge that- had been blown up 
by our fellows, and got past the Ger- 
man outpost. We made our way to 
wards the British lines, and, being 
in German clothing, our men fired at 
us. I was hit on the wrist. 

“When morning came our men 
thought we were Germans and you 
should have heard them swear. When 
they liter discovered who we were 
we were at once put into khaki uni- 


form and sent to a hospital at Noy- 
on, ; i 


was preparing his manocuvre of the 
Marne.

It is essential to state the part 
which Foch played before and dur- 
ing this battle.

There could then be fio looking back, 
doubting oneself, or doubting one’s 
troops. We examined with him the 
whole battle front in the morning 
of October 4, and I still recall that 
brief command which he dictated in 
the Rue d’Aubigny near Arras, to a 
staff officer. 

“It is absolutely forbidden to 
abandon a position, no matter what 
the situation may be, before being 
ejected by a regular attack of the 
enemy.”

If London Were Paris 


Many Persons Appear to Be Still 
Unaware That There Is a 
War Going On 


If millions of Germans provided 
with every means of scientific bru- 
tality, were holding our coal fields, 
iron mines. and chicf cotton towns, 
as well as hundreds of miles of our 
railways, were firing on London with 
long-range guns and were only forty- 
six miles from the Strand and Picca- 
dilly, many persons in this country 
who appear to be still unaware that 
there is a war going on might at last 
realize the facts. If hundreds of 
thousands of refugees were pouring 
into London from the invaded home 
countries; if there were aerial bom- 
bardments nearly every night instead 
of only occasionally; if the Germans, 
already nearer to London than __ is 
Brighton, were drawing closer and 
closer still—the men of military age 
who are hiding in government offices, 
on the farms and elsewhere would, 
we think, be at once thrown into the 
army by the force of public opinion. 
As the Germans advanced on Lon- 
don we do not imagine that there 
would be many left of the thousands 
of lusty young farmers and farmers’ 
sons who, up to the present, have 
been allowed to skulk while the busi- 
nesses of men of forty-five are being 
destroyed by their being called to 
arms. If England were France— 
France, with a huge wound in her 
side that has been bleeding for four 
years—the Corpus Christi day and 
other follies of our government 
would meet with something more 
than a murmur of disapproval from 
the public. We are so far removed 
from the horrors of war, that our 
feelings and imaginations are not 
stirred as are those of our splendid 
and patient allies — the French.— 
From the London Daily Mail.

The one, with a base 
of heavy artillery afforded by the 
German troops coming from Ant- 
werp, would crush what remained of 
the Belgian army and would occupy 
our ports. The other, constantly re- 
inforced by the fourth army, would 
endeavor by way of Ypres to reach 
the heights of Kemmel, Cassel, and 
overflow the Anglo-French left wing. 

It was therefore a matter for Foch 
to raise a wall before both these at- 
tacks and to smash them.

Should ®e Fearless Criticism of 
Graft, of Favoritism, and of 
Privilege 


Sir Auckland Geddes, minister of 
national service in the British gov- 
ernment, in a speech in Manchester, 
used some very plain language about 
the objects in the exemption machin- 
ery provided by the British system. 
He said: 

“The army was not getting the 
men it ought to get, because people 
said the procedure was not perfect. 
It was not perfect because it was 
human. One felt deeply for the men 
who were being taken, but the armies 
in the field had to be maintained, 
and the whole destiny of this coun- 
try depended upon the reserves that 
we could place behind the armies for 
the months yet to come. 


“There were many men being pro- 
tected in this country, many being 
exempted, whose removal from civil 
life would not lead to a catastrophe. 
There were many men being protec- 
ted by tribunals because their fath- 
ers were friends of the members of 
those tribunals.. (A voice—‘And of 
the house of commons,’) He did not 
wish to say anything, but those men 
who were using the social pull to 
protect their young healthy sons 
were traitors, absolutely playing the 
game of the enemy. (Cheers). 

“Not only were our armies short 
of men through thcir action, but 
they were creating a feeling that 
this was not an equal business, and 
that some men had a pull, and privi- 
lege, and power. He was afraid this 
was what some of the tribunals in 
the country were allowing them to 
have. Only public opinion could root 
that out. No regulation and no ord- 
ers could do it. They might change 
their personnel, but the only thing 
that could eradicate that sort of evil 
was the determination of the men 
and women of the country that these 
things should be done fairly. Where 
they had knowledge that these things 
were not done fairly let them stand 
up and say, ‘This is not fair,’ and by 
putting their finger on the spot, show 
where the unfairness was. It could 
not be done by any government de- 
partment, but by criticism, by the 
creation of a public gpinion, they 
could make it impossible for such 
things to happen. The only way de- 
mocracy could govern was that there 
should be fearless criticism of graft, 
of favoritism, and of privilege” 


China Unconquerable 


Would Drive Out the Invaders or 
They Would Drive One 
Another Off 


It was a Chinese official at Peking 

who first gave me the sense that 
China is unconquerable and conquer- 
ing. : 
{ had gone to this official to ask 
certain.questions concerning politi- 
cal affairs. He had listened quietly 
and answertd with seeming frank- 
ness. He had no illusions concern- 
ing the present situation. 

“If the worst comes to the worst,” 
he concluded, “we shall invite Japan 
to conquer us.” 

I stared. “Invite Japan? That 
would be the end of China.” . 

He smiled indulgently. “You pceo- 
ple of the west are so impatient, so 
—may I say?—immediate. There can 
be no end of China. 

“What can the conqueror, as we 
call him, do? -He can make money 
out of us and for us, and he can 
rule us—for a time; but he cannot 
absorb us and we can and will ab- 
sorb him. I would give the pasener 
just fifty years of control; then they 
would go the way of the Manchus.” 

In the end it would be the same, 
the little island folk would succumb 
to the continental people. And_ the 
same if Europe were ever to divide 
China. Jealousies, boundary dis- 
putes, wars between these hasty na- 
tions—and in the quiet fullness of 
time China, educated and ~ drilled, 
would come into her own again. 
Either she would drive out the invad- 
ers or they would drive one another 
off, as Japan drove out Russia and 
Germany. ¥ 

“No,” he declared, “China may be 
overrun, but in the end will be tri- 
umphant. We are no doubt — the 
weakest and most unpolitical of na- 
tions, but we are unconquerable.” 

A century hence China at home 
and China beyond the sea may not 
improbably consist of a capable, en- 
ergetic, intelligent and highly train- 
ed population of five or eight or 
even ten hundreds of millions, With 
wealth, internal cohesion and a grip 
on modern economic and _ political 
methods, how can such a nation re- 
main in permanent subjection? What 
can happen to its conquesors, if con- 
querors there be, other than to be 
quietly swallowed up in this measure- 
less yellow sea?—W. P. Weye, in 
Harper’s Magazine.

Food Situation May Give Rise to 
More Than Ordinary Disorder 


Not the least among the many 
itasons actuating Germany and its 
allies in their endeavor to force a 
decision inthe military arena is. the 
approaching. crisis “in their food . sttp- 
ply. Austria has-$o often been de- 
scribed as an acute sufferer from 
starvation that such Statements 
about the Dual Monarchy have come 
to be received with a ‘degree of in- 
credulity. It is, nevertheléss, true 
to say thaf the interval between the 
exhaustion of the stocks of home- 
grown foods and the arrival of the 
new crops is more difficult to over- 
come each year. This is the fourth 

car of the war and the months of 


June, July and August are notorious- 
ly the worst in the year, With racial 
strife and nationalist agitation rife in 
Austria-Hungary the food situation 
tay give rise to more than ordinary 


disorder, with its accompaniment of 
ruthless repression, Though that is

liave its limitations. 
Crom the Ukraine the  Austro- 


Germans have failed to obtain any 
extensive relief for their necessities. 
The bluff which the German gov- 
ernment has put up by ordering the 
seizure of the rain stocks of the 
Ukraine will not long deceive any- 
body, The Frankfurter Zeitung says 
of this source of supply: 

“The stores and warchouses in the 
Ukraine are almost emptied. The 
Peasants’ stocks are depleted, while 
the best seed-corn has been used to 
feed cattle or to supply a secret still, 
which nearly every household _pos- 
sesses, 

“The outlook for next harvest fs 
most unpromising. The peasants have 
plundered the estates, destroyed farm 
buildings and machinery, and have 
stolen or slaughtered most of the 
cattle. No tabor is available for cul- 
tivation, and there are no facilities 
for harvesting the next crop; while 
the sugar industry is confronted with 
ruin, owing to. the decrease of beet 
cultivation.” 

The promises of the Junkers . of 
ameliorated conditions as the result 
of its eastern “conquests,” seem 
likely, in view of the reduction in 
the bread ration in Germany, to re- 
act adversely. upon the general out- 
look. The Karlsruhe Volks Freund 
(Socialist) remarks that “last” year, 
at any rate, there was more meat. 
This year the lowering of the bread 
ration is counter-balanced: by  noth- 
ing.” 

Germany is reducing the bread ra- 
tion of its own people. How can it, 
then, come to the aid of the Aus- 
trians? Disappointment will reward 
the expectations of the Viennese, 
whose paper, the Neue Freie Presse, 
said recently: 

“Too high have been the hopes 
placed on food supplies from the Uk- 
raine. In fact, up till now no sup- 
plies have been received at all, and 
the latest information shows that 
little is to be expected from that 
quarter. We have -only ‘one last 
hope, and that is that Germany will 
come to our rescue and not leave her 
ally to starve.” 

If only. as the chief military 
stronghold of the alliance, Germany 
will be obliged to feed its own peo- 
ple first; and it may be doubted 
whether the Germans would, in any 
cyent, sacrifice themselves for the 
benefit, of Austria. 

A correspondent in Switzerland of 
the London Daily. Mail not long ago 
sent an account of conditions in 
Austria by a worker who had cross- 
ed the -feontier. People, ‘he — said, 
could hardly stand, to say nothing 
of work, and things were getting 
worse eyery day. 

‘The three worst months—June, 
July and August—are yet to come. 
fast year there was almost nothing 
to eat in those months but cucum- 
bers and fruit. "Typhus and dysen- 
tery became epidemic, The people 
are shuddering at the prospects of 
these three months.” #

of famine; worse in some districts

cluded in the German peace program 
published in the Nachrichten of Go- 
erlitz, Prussia, by Count Roon, a 
member of the Prussian house of 
lords, according to a Havas des- 
patch from Basle, Switzerland,  re- 
ceived in Paris. 
_Count Roon says Germany is en- 
titled to the following terms because 
of its strength, and until they are 
realized there should be no armistice 
and no cessation of submarine war- 
fare: 

Annexation of Belgium with ad- 
ministrative autonomy in the inte- 
rior, 

Independence of Flanders. 

Annexation of the entire Flanders 
coast, including Calais. 

Annexation of the Briey and Lon- 
gwy basins and the Toul, Belfort and 
Verdun regions eastward, 

Restitution to Germany of all her 
colonies, including Kaio-Chau. 

Great Britain to cede to Germany 
such naval bases and coaling sta- 
tions as Germany designates, 

Great Britain must return Gibral- 
tar to Spain, cede its war fleet to 
Germany, restore Egypt and. the 
Suez Canal to Turkey. 

Greece must be re-established un- 
der former King Constantine with 
frontiers as before the war. 

Austria and Bulgaria will divide 
Serbia and Montenegro, 

Great Britain, France and the 
United States must pay all of Ger- 
many’s war costs, their indemnity 
being a minumum of $45,000,000,000. 
They. also must agree to deliver raw 
materials immediately. 

France and Belgium are to remain 
occupied at their expense until the 
conditions are carried out.

Work Among 
Indian Children 


Average Indian Child Possesses Codi Se y : 


siderable Natural Ability 


A recent visit made to the Indian 
reserve at Swan Lake, Manitoba, was 
rewarded with.a glimpse of the de- 
velopment which has taken place at 
this Pembina Valley dorhain of © the 
aborigine. The school work és ton- 
ducted upon lines similar to those in 
use among the whité face neighbors 
in this prairie provinte, The attend- 
ance shows a daily average of twenty 
pupils, a number lessened at ‘certain 
seasons of the ycar when the wand- 
erlust of Indian life overtakes the 
parents, the offspring of whom are 
invariably taken for the “jaunt.” 

The teacher, Miss Jessie Bruce, has 
occupied that position sevéral years; 
and additional to duties -at the 
schoolhouse, her services are-in con- 
stant demand for the mission work 
so ably superintended by her sister, 
Miss Tena Bruce. 

A majority of the children, when 
admitted into the school, posses no 


knowledge of the English language, - 


as native dialect is in constant usage 
within the homes. Occasionally a 
hew pupil is cognizant of the mean- 
ings. of simple English words, which 
have presumably been used by some 
member of the family, by whom a 
few years at the Indian school at 
Portage la Prairie or Elkhorn may 
have been spent. ° But Indian child- 
ren quickly learn the English ton- 
gue, and soon comprehend the duties 
expected of them at the school house, 

An average young Indian is a child 
of ability, yet with certain studies of 
which arithmetic may be cited as ex- 
ample, a little difficulty is experienc- 
ed. The art of penmanship is ap- 
parently a natural gift to the pupils; 
in crayon work, the juvenile Indian 
is an arlist of no mean skill, . The 
girls’ are of an unusually quiet dis- 
position; when spoken to they * 
pear adverse to any conversation, ° $ 
is customary to devote one hour. of 
each morning to study of the Bible, 
a feature of utmost importance to the 
Indian. The children are given drill 
exercises weekly, and attend the Mis- 
sion House to receive instruction in 
various matters of domestic charac- 
ter. 

The work accomplished by Miss 
Bruce requires no blare of trumpets, 
That task is heralding its own story 
in the character of young lives now 
being moulded into manners and 
customs of the palefaces. And what 
is more, the children not only re- 
spect their teacher, but love her for 
that which she is accomplishing for

Conscientiously

While 
“God Save the King” is being played 
he stands at the salute, holding him- 
self quite straight, his grave, frank 
countenance full at once of dignity 
and kindliness. I look all around me. 

There is no hysterical enthusiasm, 
no of that open-mouthed wonder 
which doubtless is accorded to every 
step, every histronic gesture of the 
imperial kaiser. But in all eyes may 
be seen the kind of trust and esteem 
and affectionate pleasure with which 
one looks upon a kinsman or a friend 
of whom one is proud. 


We have here a truly democratic 
sovercign, one who, instead of im- 
posing his will upon the people, fecls 
that he incarnates their sentiments 
and wishes, who associates himself 
with their labors, and shares their 
anxictics and ordeals, who fulfils his 
difficult role simply and conscien- 
tiously. 

When the American Labor repre- 
sentatives said that with him they 
had no impression of being in the 
presence of a king, they bestowed 
the highest praise on one who is only 
and who is quite content to be the 
first gentleman of his kingdom.

The war has caused the belliger- 
ent countries of Europe the loss of 
notsless than 12,500,000 potential lives 
because of the decrease in the num- 
ber of births resulting from the war, 
says Sir Bernard Mallet,  registrar- 
general of Great Britain. This coun- 
try, he asserts, has lost in these po- 
tential lives 650,000 children. He be- 
lieves that other belligerent countries 
have suffered in this respect more 
than has Great Britain. 

Sir Bernard estimated that every 
day of the war means a loss of 7,000 
potential lives of children to the 
United Kingdom, France, Italy and 
the Central Powers, Dealing with

land and Wales in 1913 numbered 
| 881,800, In 1915 they fell to 814,614;
